The 
body, which was th at of a dark-haired 
man about 40 years of age, of medium 
height, presented a shocking appearance, 
the face and head being covered with 
blood and very much swollen, apparently 
from blows struck with a blunt instru­ 
ment before death. The skull was not 
fractured in any place, but a nasty dent 
in the forehead over the left eyebrow, a 
cut over the right eye, and both nose 
and mouth being much swollen, indi­ 
cated that the man had been severely 
treated before 
entering 
the 
water. 
The Mexicans, immediately after making 
a brief examination of the body, fled 
from the scene, and meeting with three 
boys who were out hunting, told them of 
iheir discovery and asked them to notify 
the police. Accordingly the boys struck 
out, and told Officer Farm er, whom they 
found on Seventh street, near the bridge. 
The officer at once telephoned to the sta­ 
tion, and started out on horseback to the 
place where 
the 
body was dragged 
ashore, but in the m eantime the two 
Mexicans who discovered the body float­ 
ing down the stream had disappeared, 
evidently being afraid of the 
con­ 
sequences should they be found near the 
corpee. 
Coroner M eredith, on being 
m the affair, visited the place, 


and tho body was conveyed to the morgue, 
where it awaits identification. An in­ 
quest will be held today, the Coroner be­ 
ing anxious to secure (he attendance of 
the Mexicans who dragged the body ont.

H e is supposed to have 
visited at Denver, Col., at which place 
he had a friend nam ed Blackman, an 
employee of the Burlington and Missouri 
River Railroad Company, but latterly 
his residence appearB to have been at 
Newhall.

The Report of the Board of 
Engineers. 


SEW ERS, DRAINS AND OUTFALL. 


T he Tem ple Street Ordinance Ve­ 
toed by the Mayor and F ails 
to Pass. 


The City Council m et yesterday morn­ 
ing, President Frankenfield in th e chair, 
and Messrs. Shaier, McLain, Summer- 
land, W irsching and Bonsall present. 
Mayor H azard returned without his 
approval the ordinance providing for the 
regrading of Temple Btreet, with the fol­ 
lowing message. 
“ The majority of the property owners as 
I understand the m atter, are opposed to 
th e im provem ent and to enforce the same 
at the present time against their protests, 
would work great hardship on thoBe 
charged with th e paym ent of the same, 
when they do not believe their property 
w ill be improved thereby, and radical 
im provem ents of this natare should not 
be undertaken unless a majority of the 
property holders are in favor of the 
sam e.’, 
Mr. McLain moved that the vote by 
which the ordinance was adopted be 
reconsidered. Carried. 
Major Bonsall Baid that the object of 
the notice of intention was to see how 
m any of th e people were in favor of the 
im provement, and he did not see how 
th e Mayor could tell that a majority op­ 
posed it. 
Mr. McLain moved that the ordinance 
be passed over the M ayor’s veto. 
Lost 
by a vote of six to three, it requiring 
seven votes to pass an ordinance over the 
veto of the Mayor. 
A contract w ith Mr. Anslain for the 
bnilding of a schoolhouse was read and 
approved. 
A lease of a lot 150x60 on Downey ave­ 
nue at $1 per front foot to th e Glendale 
Railway Company was read and ap 
proved. 
Ordinances granting 
permission to 
property owners on St. Julien street and 
MarchesBault street to grade by privato 
contracts were read and adopted. 
An ordinance providing that all street­ 
cars shall have buffers and guards to 
their wheels was read and adopted. The 
ordinance is a copy of that adopted in 
Han Francisco recently, and provides 
th at the devices m ust be provided for the 
cars before April first. 
Major Bonsall moved th a t the vote 
whereby the Temple street ordinance 
was defeated be reconsidered. 
He said 
th at he had voted against the ordinance 
when he intended to vote for it. 
His 
motion was carried, and he moved that 
the ordinance be adopted notwithstand­ 
ing the veto of the Mayor. 
Lost by a 
vote of 6 to 3, Mr. Bummerland changing 
his vote to no. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works, as published in the H ebald, 
was read and adopted. 
The board recommended that Main 
street be paved with bituminous lime 
rock from Ninth street to Washington. 
After some discussion the m atter was 
referred back to the Board of Public 
W orks to ascertain the wishes of the 
property owners. 
The report of the City Engineer was 
read and adopted. 
The report of the Land Committee was 
read and adopted. 
Deeds from Mrs. Kinsella for e school 
site at Boyle H eights were read and ac­ 
cepted. 
The contract w ith P. A. Mulford to 
erect a school building on the lot was 
read and approved. 
A number of applications for cross­ 
walks were referred to the Board of Pub­ 
lic Works. 
Tne report of the Finance Committee 
was read and adopted. 
Ordinances ordering the opening of 
Denver avenue and the widening of Sev­ 
enth street were read and adopted. 
An ordinance of intention to chang9 
the grade of Hope street between Second 
and Fourth streets was read and adopted. 


A f t e r n o o n S e s s io n . 
The m atter of the protests against tbs 
opening and w idening of Second street 
from M ain to Santa Fe avenue came up, 
J . M. Davis and the Depot Railroad 
Company protested on the ground that 
th e proceedings were taken under the 
general law instead of under the city 
charter. 
A property-owner on the corner of Sec­ 
o n d and L ob Angeles objected because 
th e Commissioners had not allowed him 
enough for his land. 
Mr. Brown said that he was surprised 
th at Mr. Davis should protest, as he had 
been anxious to get the house out of the 
way. 
He moved that the protest be 
denied. Carried. 
The report of the 
Commissioners was adopted. 
The report of the engineers on the 
sewer system was taken up. After some 
discussion as to w hether it should be 
read, it was decided that it should be 
heard by every Councilman. The read 
ing of the docum ent occupied an hoar. 
TUB e n g in e e r s’ r e p o r t . 
The report first sets forth the m anner 
and the object of the appointment of the 
Board of Engineers. 
It then reviews 
briefly the various plans presented to the 
several Councils since 1837, and refers to 
th a t subm itted by the Citizen’s Sewer 
Commission a short time since. The 
subject is divided into two parts: 
“ The 
treatm ent and disposal of the sewage,” 
and “ The interior system of sewers.” In 
discussing the first subject, the report 
says: 
"Various m ethods for this have 
been tried. First, straining the sewage 
through coarse strainers; second, coarse 
filtration through artificial filters, or 
subsidence in tanks; third, chemical 
precipitation; fourth, disposal on laud 
by interm ittent filtration or irrigation; 
fifth, discharge into the eea or water­ 
course. 
Each of these methodB is treated at 
length,and the report states that from the 
argum ent "it m ust appear that on account 
of the nearness of large areas of irrigable 
lands, and the comparative distance to 
the ocean, a disposal of tho sewage by 
irrigation is (he moat suitable method 
for Los Angeles. 
It was, therefore, 
necessary to ascertain what lands are 
available. The condition of the climate 
of this section of the country, and the 
scarcity of w ater demand that none 
shonld be wasted. 
As the city doBB not 
own lands for sewage disposal, the com­ 
mission inspected the territory lying 
■outh of it which needs iirigation for the 
production 
of 
crops, and 
prepared 
a 
circular, 
which 
was 
handed 
to 
all 
property-holders 
that 
conld 
be 
reached 
in 
the 
Vernon 
and 
Florence 
districts and in the direc­ 
tion of Ballona, inquiring as to their 
wishes in reference to sewage, in what 


form they would wish to use it—crude or 
purified—how many acres thay owned, 
etc. 
A great num ber of answ ers were 
obtained, and the results are tabulated 
in the report. These tables point unmis­ 
takably to the following facts: 
First— 
That a great portion of the lauds lying 
south of th e city are suitable for irriga­ 
tion purposes. 
Second—That an insuf­ 
ficient am ount of land is offered for a 
perm anent disposal of the city’s sewage. 
Third—That enough land is, however, 
available for a disposal during the dry 
season. 
Fourth—T hat an insufficient 
amount of sewage would be accepted in 
winter. These conclusions, together with 
the experience 
obtained 
elsewhere, 
clearly ehow that there will be no diffi­ 
culty of disposing of th e sewage on land 
Bouth of the city during the summer, 
but that in w inter no dem and exists 
therefor. The problem, therefore, requir­ 
ing a solution is the finding of a prac­ 
ticable method of disposing of th e sew­ 
age daring the winter m onths. 
"T he estimates of cost are baaed upon 
the requirements 
of 
first-class work 
throughout, and upon the dem ands of a 
population of 200,000 people, and a daily 
am ount of sewage equal to 20,000,000 
gallons, with a maximum flow of 30,­ 
000.000 gallons. 
The excavation and 
back filling together were figured at an 
average cost of fifty cents per cubic yard, 
and $25 were allowed for 1,000 bricks 
laid in strong m ortar of English Port­ 
land cement. The cast iron outfall into 
the ocean is estim ated to cost $60,000, 
and $20,000 was assumed to cover the 
expenses for the purchase of rights of 
way aud the necessary ocean frontage. 
The outfall sewer should extend about 
2,000 
feet from the shore into 35 feet of 
water and consist of two pipes, each 
three feet iu diameter. 
These pipes 
may be either laid on the bottom and 
covered with rip-rap, or laid in a trench 
dredged five feet deep and covered with 
sand in order to make them safe from 
the action of waves. 
At the outlet the 
pipe should be turned up and extended 
ten feet above th e bottom. It should be 
protected by heavy rip-rap or concrete 
masonry. For the present it shonld be 
necessary to lay only one three-foot pipe. 
A greater diam eter would cause an insuf­ 
ficient velocity and deposits. 
Before the 
sewage is allowed to enter the ocean it 
should be thoroughly screened and the 
solidB burned in a furnace. The clean­ 
ing cf the screens and the destruction of 
the catching? should be constantly at­ 
tended to. The Bcreens, the machinery 
for lifting them , the furnace and coal 
shed, should be enclosed in one building, 
which is to be erected over the sewer 
near the shore at an estim ated cost of 
$6000.” 
The report then considers three routes 
to the ocean, taking first the river route 
to Long Beach, estimated cost $1,035,800; 
then the route via Centinela, estimated 
cost $787,400, and the last the Ballona 
route, estimated cost $69G,775, or about 
$150,000 more than it was eulimated to 
cost when submitted to the people. The 
cost of purification by land is estimated, 
according to location, at $735,400, $856,­ 
000 and $779,000. 
This includes the 
purchase of 800 acres of eandy land and 
the outfall sewer from the city to the 
land. The cost of chemical precipitation 
is fixed at $491,900 for the works and 
outfall, with a yearly expense of $29,172 
if the location is near the river; $542,300 
if the works are near Ballona, and $681,­ 
000 if two sets of works are erected. 
The following conclusions were reached 
by the board: 
First. There is no legal authority to 
pollute a water course and to create and 
maintain a nuisance therein, and there­ 
fore crude sewage cannot be discharged 
into the Los Angeles river or any other 
available stream. 
Second. 
For this reason it is not 
within the province of the commission 
to consider an outfall 
sewer to the 
river, not far from the river, or to any 
other water-course within reach, w ith­ 
out making provision for the proper 
purification of the sewage a t the point of 
discharge. 
Third. If the annual cost of purify­ 
ing the sewage by precipitation is capi­ 
talized and added to the cost of a short 
outfall sewer, the total expenses of any 
such method of disposal in this locality 
is far too expensive, and the commis­ 
sion cannot recom mend it. 
Fourth. The filtration of sewage of 
the winter m onths upon 800 acreB of 
land, either near the Los Angeles river 
or the Ballona creek is more expensive 
than the cost of an outfall to the sea, 
but this difference is not sufficiently 
great that it m ight not be balanced by 
other considerations than the question 
of cost. 
Fifth. The expense of taking care of 
the sewage during the w inter months 
may be balanced by the receipts from 
the crops raised daring the sam m er 
m onths, but this conclusion depends 
greatly npon the Ekill, intelligence and 
integrity of the m anagement. 
Sixth. The 
operation of 
filtration 
areas on the part of th e city would 
oblige it to enter directly or indirectly 
into competitive business for the raising 
and sale of crops, which is to be looked 
upon with disfavor. 
Seventh. The owners in severalty of 
those large areas, which by reason of 
their size can alone profitably receive the 
am ount of sewage upon which the pres­ 
ent estim ate is based, refuse to enter into 
any engagement to take this sewage, 
unless the city guarantees them against 
any loss resulting from litigation. 
Eighth. 
The city can give this guaran­ 
tee, or can guarantee the general public 
against the creation of a nuisance, only 
when it is in position to dispose of the 
sewage properly at all times. 
Ninth. Other things being equal, an 
outfall to the sea, which requires a m ini­ 
mum of care and attention on the part of 
the municipality, is therefore to be pre­ 
ferred. 
The outfall sewer to Long Beach along 
th e Los Angeles river is the most expen­ 
sive among the sewers projected to the 
ocean. 
Tenth. There are prospective objec­ 
tions to the disposal of the sewage at 
Long Beach by an outfall sewer along 
the river on account of the shoals and 
sloughs prevailing in th a t locality, and 
eventually the sewage m ight have to be 
removed further into the ocean by pump- 
iog. 
Eleventh. 
The only two remaining 
lines of outfall sewers, nam ely, to points 
between tfanta Monica and Redondo 
Beach, are equally commendable from 
an engineering point of view, and the 
preference between them may be de­ 
cided on th e grounds of cost. 
Twelfth. The outfall sewer by Ballona 
rancho is th e cheaper one, and therefore 
the more preferable. 
Thirteenth. 
The draining of 
the 
cienega and incidentally improving its 
value m ay be accomplished by laying 
tiles in the sam e trench with the sewer, 
which tiles can drain into the creek. 
The best position of th e outfall sewer 
where located through clay beds near 
the railroad would have to be carefully 
determ ined in order to prevent a jarring 
of the structure from passing trains, but 
there is n o serious difficulty in this re­ 
spect. 
Fourteenth. 
If the sewage is freed 
of its floating matter, by scionne placed 
on the line of the sewer newt tho coast, 


none 'of if can drift to points along the 
shore and there deposit. 
Fifteenth. 
By carrying the onlfall 
2,000 
feet into the ocean from the shore 
and letting the sewage escape twenty- 
five feet below low water, no eewage will 
be traceable in the ocean water, even 
with strong currents, at a distance of one 
and one-half miles from the ont’et, and a 
chemical analysis will be unable to de­ 
tect any traces of sewage at a distance of 
two miles. 
Sixteenth. W hile Los Angeles, at the 
present tim e, derives no income from tbo 
sale of its sewage fur irrigation, and 
can presumably derive no income from 
each source w hilst it is obliged to solicit 
land owners to receive the sewage and 
to guarantee the users against loss by 
litigation, it is unquestionably a fact that, 
with an outfall sewer, the citv will be 
placed in an independent position, and 
will be enabled to sell the sewage at 
m arket rates to those who desire its use. 
Seventeenth. The iucotne from the 
sale of sewage, at current rateH, when 
the population of the city reaches 200,­ 
000, will be over 3 per cent on the 
investm ent 
in 
building the 
outfall 
sewer. 
Eighteenth. In view of the above, 
the commission recommends the con­ 
struction of an outfall sewer to Ballona, 
with possibly a temporary reduction in 
the cost, 
by ueiDg a wooden flume in 
crossing the m arshes near the Bea, and 
by contracting for the sale of sewage 
water during the irrigation season. 
The report considers the sewer sys­ 
tem and the storm drain system sepa­ 
rately. 
"T his separation is advised chiefly on 
account of the difference in cost of the 
two systems. There is no Banitary ob­ 
jection to combining the rain water aud 
the sewage in one and the same pipe, be­ 
cause large sewers can be egg-shaped, so 
as to be just as sell-cleaning as small 
ones with the same small A jw of sew­ 
age.” 
The report states that the sewers are 
proportioned for a population of 200,000 
people. 
“ The inferior system will be provided 
with 
several 
large interceptors; one 
called th e "C entral” will run along the 
east bank of th e Los Angeles river 
southerly to Sixth street, and thence di­ 
agonally to a connection with the out­ 
fall sewer near the southwest corner of 
the city; one called tbe "W estern” will 
run from the populated hill distric a 
southerly along the weRt city boundary, 
and one called the “ Southern” westerly 
along the south city boundary. 
In ad­ 
dition there should be constructed three 
main branches to the "C entral Inter­ 
ceptor;” one called Mozart-c-treet Main, 
from Downey avenue southerly alonu 
Workman and M ozart streets; one called 
Hollenbeck Arroyo Main, from the vi­ 
cinity 
of 
First street, southwenterly 
along the Hollenbeck arroyo; and one 
called Arroyo de los Reyes Main, com­ 
mencing near the upper extrem ity of 
the Arroyo de los Reyes and running in 
a southerly direction to the intersection 
of 
Grand 
avenue 
and Washington 
Btreet.” 
The following table gives an estimate 
of their cost and their leDgth in le e t:

The sewers enum erated are all that 
will be required to be constructed at this 
time in order to reach the populated dis­ 
tricts. 
The storm drain system is considered 
as follows: 
‘The storm water falling within the 
limits of a city should be collected at* far 
as practicable iu the gutters of tbe 
streets, and no other provision need be 
made therefor until the quantity becomes 
so great that the consequent flooding 
causes damage to private and public 
property, or interferes with the transac­ 
tion of business. 
W hen the latter con­ 
tingencies arise, an underground re­ 
moval of more or less of this water be­ 
comes an im perative necessity. 
As the 
num ber of buildings increases and roads 
are paved—in other words, as the sur­ 
face becomes more impervious and pre­ 
vents water from soaking into 
tho 
ground, 
the 
am ount 
of 
water 
which 
runs 
off 
and 
reaches 
the 
lowest 
depressions 
or 
former 
water courses will also increase. This 
quantity 
will 
be 
still 
further 
augmented 
by 
a 
still 
greater in­ 
clination 
of th e ground, because the 
water will accumulate more rapidly. 
In substantiation of what has just been 
said, the am ount of water accumulating 
in tbe streets and doing damage during 
the storm of last week, is bound to be 
materially greater than it was years ago, 
although the rftin was not very different. 
In view of these facts and of the fre­ 
quently expressed demands of the public, 
and also of the fact that during the re 
cent storms mnny of the streets had 
stream s of w a'er spreading from curb to 
curb, running from several inches to one 
foot deep, tn d seriously interrupting 
business, tbe mem bers of this commis­ 
sion are convinced that the time has ar­ 
rived when storm drainB for the lowest 
streets of the more populous districts 
will prove an economical investment on 
account of the resulting damages during 
almost every storm. 
We think that the 
limited period duriDg which these heavy 
rains occur, and thoir comparative Infre­ 
quency, is no argum ent against building 
storm drains. Iu the large cities of the 
East it has been found desirable, and 
sometimes even imperative, on account 
of the requirem ents of business, to pro­ 
vide for the underground removal of tain 
water for storm s occurring only once in 
ten years. 
In Yew York, Philadelphia, 
W ashington and some other cities, it is 
endeavored to build the sewers large 
enough, notw ithstanding tbeir greater 
rainfalls, bo th a t the greatest known 
storm may be safely provided for.” 
The location of the proposed sewer 
drains is then given, together with the 
estim ate of their cost, as follows:

The report closes as follows: 
" I t is not now necessary to build storm 
drains of the capacity which is known 
will be required for the tim e when tbe 
several districts of the city are densely 
built up, except where It is difficult later 
to build supplem entary sewers. 
It will 
be sufficient for a number of years to 
build them only large enough to take the 
m aximum quantity of water which is 
now shed from the respective areas dur­ 
ing heavy storm s,and to build additional 
drains later when further relief is re­ 
quired. 
"T he necessity for building the above 
proposed storm drains seems to be indi- 
toted by the argent dem and made for 


them in the flooded districts, and we can 
advite their construction as far as they 
seem to be mo.-fc needed end as soon as 
the city is able to pay the cost.” 
Mr. Wirsching moved that the report 
be referred to tho Sewer Committee. 
Mr. Hamilton moved that it be refer­ 
red to the Committee of the W hole to 
meet this m orniD g. 
Mr. W irsching objected to action being 
taken until every Councilman had read 
the report for hia.st-lf. 
Mr. Sbafer said that the object was 
not, as he understood it. to vote on the 
report, but to discuss it and digest it in 
every particular. 
Mr. Van Dtisen was oppored to meet­ 
ing until the report was printed and in 
bis hands. 
Then he would be able to 
talk about the m atter intelligently. 
Mr. Frankenfield said that the m atter 
was of so great importance that it should 
not he considered until it had. been 
printed.

The other day the 
H e r a l d had 
occasion to call the Tribune to account 
for saying that in two years from now 
Los Angeles would be the greatest rail­ 
way center on the Pacific Coast. We 
asked what was the matter with this 
city being the greatest railway center on 
the Pacific CoA9t now ? And in a few 
words we showed that it was so already, 
and by long odds. 
Faithful to its instinct of stupid per­ 
sistence in wrong and to its mission to 
belittle everything that relates to Los 
Angeles, city or county, the Tribune of 
yesterday contained the following: 
Perhaps the esteemed H e r a l d does not 
consider the ci'v of Portland, Oregon, as 
being upon the Pacific Coast, or can it be 
that in its ignorance the H e r a l d was not 
aware that Portland was the terminus of 
three great transcontinental roads, and 
has traffic arrargements which make it 
as much a terminus of the fourth as San 
Francisco is of the Union Pacific. 
However anxious the Tribune may be 
to misrepresent Los Angeles abroad to 
her disadvantage, the facts do not admit 
of its being done. 
Its uniform practice 
of decrying our special advantages by as­ 
serting that every oth°r portion of South­ 
ern California and Lower California have 
as great or greater claims has been occa­ 
sionally criticized, but oftener passed 
over by us. It is not a fact that Portland 
is the erminug of three transcontinental 
railways. She is one of the termini of 
the Northern Pacific Railway, sharing 
that honor with Seattle and Tacoma. 
She has, therefore, only a fractional in­ 
terest in that road. Through arrange­ 
ments lately perfected, she baa also a 
fractional interest in the Union Pacific 
road, throogh the Oregon short-line, but 
she is not nearly as much the termi­ 
nus of that road ae San Francisco. There 
is also 9 road called the California and 
Oregon Railway in this State, and the 
Oregon and California road in the Web 
lout State, which gives her a connection 
with Sacramento aDd San Francisco. 
On the other hand, Los Angeles is as 
much the terminus of the Central and 
Union Pac fie Railways as San Francisco 
herself, and sends freight direct from this 
city to any city in the East by that line 
without going near San Francisco and 
passing through Sacramento only ae a 
way station. In addition, we have the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, whose 
recognized terminus is Los Angeles. The 
Sunset route is a distinctively Los An­ 
geles road, and the very essence of the 
project originally wan the short distance 
between tidewater at San Pedro an l tide­ 
water at Galveston and New Orleans. 
From this brief review it will be seen 
that we have, what Portland has not, 
three transcontinental railways, and in 
addition we command the facilities of 
the Atlantic and Pacific and Texas and 
Pacific railways through points at which 
they connect with the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé and Su.eet systems. 
ihe H e r a l d prefers to stick to facts, 
especially when facts tend to the greater 
estimation of Los Angeles. As to the 
number of trains which arrive and de­ 
part from Los Angeles daily there is no 
comparison between this city and Port­ 
land. The odds in our favor are im­ 
menee. The extension of the Careon 
and Colorado Rail way from Keeler to 
Mojave, and of the Union Pacific and 
Denver and Rio Grande to Baretow and 
ultimately to tidewater at 8an Pedro, 
Santa Monica or Redondo Beach, is not 
necessary to make out a great disparity 
in our favor, but these consummated pro­ 
jects will make Loj Angeles not simply 
tbe greatest railway center on the Pacific 
Coast, which we have shown her to be 
already, but, in connection with her in­ 
comparable local eystems, the greatest 
railway center on the American conti­ 
nent. 


A d is p a t c h appears in our columus to­ 
day in which Mr. Charles Francis Auams 
says that his company only intend to 
build two hundred miles of railway this 
year, but the conservative President of 
the Union Pacific admits that one hun­ 
dred and forty-five miles of this total 
will be built to Pioche, which is of course 
part of the extension of the Utah Central 
to Los Angeles, that beiug the distance 
between Milford and Pioche. He asaertB 
that his company have been concerned 
in no purchases on the Pacific Coast. 
All statements of Mr. Adams must be 
taken with a grain of salt. He has fig­ 
ured as the great denier of all plans im­ 
puted to the corporation of which be is 
the head, some of which were consum­ 
mated within a short time after his 
denials. A case in point occurred four 
or five months ago, when Mr. Adams 
was down in Texas. Kamor then said 
that he was there for the pur­ 
pose 
of securing control of the 
Fort 
Worth 
road, 
but 
to 
this 
assertion he entered a most em­ 
phatic negative. A short time ago, how­ 
ever, the project was carried out by the 
Union Pacific, and the full details of the 
transaction were given to the public. It 
is sometimes expedient for the President 
of a great railway system to be reticent 
concerning the plans of his company 
and Mr. Adams is noted for the skill and 
ability with wbich he acquits himself of 
this office. Two years will unquestion­ 
ably c-e • the Utah extension of the Union 
Pacific in the Angelic City. 


T h e r e have been few more pitiable 
spectacles of late years than the San 
Francisco Stock Exchange. Some of the 
journals of the Golden Gate are clamor­ 
ing for the adoption of a more enlight­ 
ened spirit in the management of the 
Board, which has clung to the ComBtock 
lode with a constancy worthy of a 
better cause. That great deposit eeeme 
to have been worked cut, as a dividend 
paving proposition; and the busineBB of 
the Exchange, through its suicidal policy, 
baa dwindled until tbe total commissions 
on the whole day’s transactions wonld 
scarcely maintain a single broker’s office. 
Meanwhile, the Denver Stock Exchange 
is doing a collosal business, and its suc­ 
cess is owing to the fact that it 
deals in live securities and patronizes 
home mines. The journals which have 
raised the clamor about the mistaken 
policy of the California institution point 
with truth to the fact that there are 
many excellent mines in that State, 
which, if they had been taken up by the 
Board, would 
have vitalized the 
business of the brokers and given 
an impetus to the development of 
mining. 
As it was, these properties 
were forced to go to London, in many 
cases, to obtain the money for their de­ 
velopment, and their dividends natnrally 
took a similar direction. Hanging to the 
skirts of the bonanza crowd seems to 
have veritably knocked all the life out of 
the San Francisco Exchange. 


T h e report of tbe Board of Engineers 
who have been considering our sewer 
matters for some time past was presented 
to the Council yesterday and will be dis­ 
cussed on Thursday. It appears else­ 
where in the H e r a l d . There is a great 
deal of general disquisition in the report 
and some highly ridiculous and exag­ 
gerated figures about the cost of a sewer 
farm. The sewer outlays originally pre­ 
sented to the voters, and which failed to re­ 
ceive tbe endorsement of the people at the 
last election, have been increased by over 
three hundred thousand dollars. The 
Ballona outfall figures again and for the 
sum of $<596,775. The interior sewer sys­ 
tem shows up rather modestly, only 
$374,000 being asked for this feature of 
the plan. When it comeB to storm 
drains, however, there is something very 
hardy and robust in the figures, $512,900 
being asked for this purpose. At Thurs­ 
day’s meeting of the Council it will prob­ 
ably be determined how these several 
propositions will be submitted to tbe 
people.

I Associated Press Dispatches to tho H erald 1 
Brussels, Dscombar 23.—The fight be­ 
tween Jem Smilli, of England, and Frank 
Slavin, the Australian champion, came 
off this morning in private grounds three 
miles from Bruges. There was much 
squabbling from the outset, and owing to 
the outrageouB conduct of Smith’s party, 
at the conclusion of the fourteenth round 
the referee declared the fight a draw, 
and refused to remain on the groands. 
8mith’s party evidently saw their man 
beaten, and broke into the ring and in­ 
terfered with the fair progress of the 
fight. 
s m it h’s r u f f ia n l y h e e l e r s. 
L o n d o n, December 23.—Tne report re­ 
ceived here of the Smith-Slavin prize 
fight in Belgium, pays Slavin showed all 
through the fight that he was the better 
man. A number of roughs at the ring 
Bide, armed with knuckle-dusters and 
sticks, tried to reach Slavin over the 
ropes, and the Australian was struck 
several times. At the end of the thir­ 
teenth round Smith left the ring. Slavin 
remained and claimed the tight, but the 
referee would not award it to him. After 
a short time Smith returned to the ring. 
During the next round there was a great 
uproar all round the ring. At the close 
of the round Smith was very sick; Slavin 
was perfectly well. The fight lasted 
twenty-two minutes. It was repirted at 
one time that Slavin had been killed, but 
the report proved false. 
THE FIGHT IN DETAIL. 
B r u s s e l s, December 23.—Sluvin forced 
the fighting from the start, hitting Smith 
several times on the chest and head in 
the first two rounds. The men fell to­ 
gether, and when Slavin roee he was 
bleeding from the mouth. 
In the third round Smith eot home 
with his right and lett, and in return was 
knocked down by Slavin. 
The fourth round was marked by hard 
fighting. 
In tlio sixth Slavin landed a terrific 
blow on one of Smith’s eyes. 
Iu the seventh Smith fought Slavin to 
the ropes, where a crowd of Smith’s 
frieuds kicked Slavin, who, however, re­ 
mained silent. 
In the eighth Slavin again knocked 
Smith down. 
In the ninth the mob surrounding the 
ring struck Slavin several times 
In the eleventh Slavin again knocked 
his opponent down. 
In the thirteenth Smith’s friends again 
struck Slavin, bat their man was once 
more knocked down. 
In the fourteenth Slavin protested 
against the treatment he was receiving, 
and appealed to the referee lor fair play. 
His appeal was greeted with derision by 
Smith’s friends, who shouted “ Police,” 
and bolted from the grounds. 
Slavin remained in tbe ring and Smith, 
who had left when his friends ran away, 
returned. The referee tben said it was 
impossible to secure fair treatment for 
Slavin and declared the fight a draw. 
Slavin was full of fight to the finish, 
SLAVIN’s RETURN. 
L o n d o n, December 2 3.—Slavin, the 
pugilist, haB arrived at Margate of 
the return from his battle 
with 
8mith. 
There was a good 
deal on 
enthusiasm over him when he arrived, 
and he made a speech in which he said 
lie was a good deal more hurt by the 
roughp, who indulged in the ruffianly 
tacticB common 
with them, than by 
Smith in the fight. Slavin’s backer as­ 
serts that Smith never hit 81avin, 
and he was hurt only by the crowd, 
which beat Slavin because enraged at 
the defeat of Smith. Slavin is now said 
to be ready to meet 8uliivau or anyone, 
and fight for the championship of the 
world. ’ 
LOVERS OF FAIR PLAY DISGUSTED. 
The 
ruffianly 
conduct of Smith’s 
friends at the ring side has dipgusted 
every lover of fair play in the kingdom, 
and the O D juat and cowardly decision of 
the referee in declaring tbe fight a draw 
instead of giving the stakes to Slavin, 
who had his man whipped from the start, 
has added to the exasperation of the 
sporting men. 
SMITH FOREVER BLACK LISTED. 
One good result has come from the 
fight, however, which affords a good deal 
of consolation. The status of Smith as a 
fighter is as definitely settled as though 
he had won the battle easily and fairly, 
or been fairly knocked out, as he cer­ 
tainly would have been had the fight 
been permitted to go on. All accounts 
of the mill agree that Smith was not in 
it, and this fact together with the action 
of the thugs who went to the ring side in 
his behalf, will render it impossible for 
him to ever again obtain reputable back­ 
ing, while every pugilist of reputation 
will be abundantly justified in treating 
his attempts to arrange a mill with con­ 
tempt. 
When the news was received at the 
Pelican Club not a man had a good word 
to say for Smith, while every one praised 
Slavin. It was proposed to rais9 a testi­ 
monial fund ot £500 for Slavin, and £300 
was immediately subscribed by thoee 
present. 
SLAVIN CHALLENGES SULLIVAN. 
Slavin challenges John L. Sullivan to 
fight for £2,500 or £5,000 a side and the 
championship, the battle to be either in 
America or Australia. 


colors. The Englishman came up strong 
and did some forcing work, beating 
Slavin for a moment back to the ropes 
While in this position one of the roughs 
deliberately kicked the Australian on 
the legs and another Btruck him in the 
back. If 81avin’e friends saw this they 
did not resent it. Slavin, however, took 
no notice of the cowardly assaulrs, but 
got Smith back to the middle of the ring, 
where ho settled him by a stunning 
kn ck-dtwii blew. 
The teuth round was the most sports­ 
manlike of all. Smith stood up well in 
the center of the ring and fought it oul 
without assistance from hia friends. 
There was hard fighting from first to lant 
of a close order, both getting home some 
terrific body blows. Both men fell to 
gether. 
At this point the roughs became so 
abusive to Slavin that it seemed the fight 
wonld have to stop. Tlie referee made a 
feeble protest and cautioned the seconds 
to k eep their corners and not interfere 
with the principals. 
During the progress of the twelfth 
round Smith was finariy sent to grass 
again from a heavy right-hander on the 
jaw.la round thirteen, Slavin again did all 
the leading, lighting tbe Englishman 
round the ring and forcing him into his 
corner. There were some heavy blows 
exchanged. 
Smith’s friends still continued to a?sist 
their man by hitting fieely at Slavin 
Turning to the cowards who were strik­ 
ing at him behind his back, Slavin 
asked: “Are vcu Englishmen, boys?” 
This was received with derisive shouts 
from Smith’s party. Then, in an instant, 
the cry of “ police” was raised bv tbe 
whole Smith gang, who decamped, hur­ 
rying their man along with them. 81avin 
declined to Rtir. His friends shouted to 
him that this was only a ru=e to stop the 
fight. 
After a time the Smith party returned, 
Slavin said to Baldock, the most promi­ 
nent of Smith’s seconds: “ Why don’t 
you give me fair plav?” 
Ihe tactics of the Englishman’s sup 
porters were now very evident, but 
Slavin, who was only anxious to have 
the light fonght out. to the end, advanced 
into the center of the ring again and beat 
the Englishman into his corner. 
A 
scrimmage then ensued, both men land­ 
ing heavily. Ti e mob in Smith’s corner 
closed up on Slavin. whd was brutally 
kicked and struck. Tbe Australian paid 
no attention to any one except. Smith, 
and finished up the round by throwing 
him. There was a general row, aud the 
referee said : “ I ahall refuse to act any 
longer. This man (pointing to Slavin) 
can’t have fair play.

Ten thousand boot-makers are now 
locked out in the labor district at Bristol, 
but the employees are willing to submit 
the differences between them to arbitra­ 
tion.A dispatch from Madrid savs Prime 
Minister Sagasta, four other Ministers, 
the President and many members of the 
Cortes and Miss Nevada, the singer, all 
have influenza. 
The Liberal newspapers have un­ 
earthed a speech made by Salisbury 
twenty-five years ago, and a*e now using 
it to show that the Tory premier at one 
time held very liberal views with re­ 
gard to the Government of Ireland. 
It is reported that Austria and Hun­ 
gary have agreed to resume special pay­ 
ments two years hence, and introduce at 
the same time the decimal system, the 
main coinage to be in gold, silver being 
used only for small coins. Each country 
will raise the necessary funds by a loan. 
Gladstone, Parnell and other chiefs of 
the Gladstonian party will meet in Lon­ 
don before the session of Parliament 
opens to settle upon the course to be 
taken by the party in Parliament. This 
will be based on the lines of the agree­ 
ment made by Gladstone and Parnell 
during the latter’s visit to Gladstone at 
Hawarden last week. 
The suit brought by the children of the 
late Countess of Civry against the King 
of Saxony and the Duke of Cumberland 
to recover the fortune left by the late 
Duke of Bruuswick, has been dismissed 
by the Brunswick court. The action was 
brought on the ground that the Countess 
of Civry was the legitimate daughter of 
tbe Duke Charles of Brunswick. 
The National Zeilung attacks Stanley’s 
statements in regard to Emin Pasha. It 
says theBe statements seem to be made 
with the intention of replying to the 
reproaches that Emin’s embarrassments 
were caused in part by Stanley’s appear­ 
ance, and his determination to rescue 
one who did not desire to be rescued, 
and that Emin must be heard in his 
own defense before conclusions are 
reached. 
Dispatches from St. Paul de Loando 
report that numerous photographs of 
the eclipse were obtained by the Ameri­ 
can expedition, daring the period of 
totality. The effect was much obscured 
by clouds. All tbe apparatus in use 
worked to peifsction. Tne photographs 
made in the Pensacola,which worked far 
out at sea, are likely to be particularly 
useful. English observers at St. Paul 
de Loando report that bad weather pre­ 
vented the useful result of their observa­ 
tions. 


VFBoclHted I'rcfc* Diroatche* to the H khald, 
N ew Y o r k, December 23.— The New 
England Society celebrated tonight the 
anniversary of the landing of the Pilgrim 
Fathers. Many notables were present, 
including General Sherman, General 
Howard, Chauncey M. Depéw, Clinton 
B. Fiske, O. P. Huntington, Dr. Guzman, 
of Nicaragua, and others. In speaking to 
the toast, “ Unevolved Problems,” Mr. 
Depew referred to the death of Henry W, 
Grady. He said: 
‘ Thirty years ago Robert Toombs, of 
Georgia, one of the ablest and most bril­ 
liant defenders of slavery, said in his 
place in the United States Senate that he 
would yet call the roll of his bondsmen 
at the foot of Bunker Hill monument. 
Today his slaves are citizens and voters. 
FCheers.] Within a few days a young 
Georgian, possessed of equal genius, but 
imbued with sentiments so liberal that 
the great Senator would have held him 
an enemy to the State, was the guest of 
B)8ton. Willi powers of presentation 
and a fervor of declamation worthy 
the beat days and nobiest efforts of 
eloquence, he stood beneath the shadow 
of Bunker Hill and uttered opinions 
justifying the suppression of the negro 
voke, which were hostile to the views of 
every man in his audience. And yet 
they gave to his argument an eager and 
candid hearing, and to his oratory un­ 
stinted and generous applause. Ic was 
the triumph of Puritan principles and 
Furitan pluck [Cheers]. They knew, as 
we know, that no system of suffrage can 
turvive the intimidation of the voteror 
the falsification of the count [Cheers]. 
The public conscience seared by the

D ifficulty In U eacliiug th e Bodies.

S an A ndreas, Cal., December 23.—A 
disastrous cave occurred at 5 o'clock last 
evening in the Lane mine, owned by 
Howard 
H obart, located on the west 
edge of Angels, by which sixteen men 
were buried and are now supposed to be 
dead. Nineteen men were sent into the 
drift on the 400-foot level to repair the 
tim bering which had become loosened. 
They had not worked over an hour when 
suddenly the support of the upper tim ­ 
bers swerved to the right, and the roof­ 
ing, earth and rocks fell at the same in­ 
stant, burying the unfortunate sixteen 
underneath the debris. 
Thomas Corwin and two Italians were 
working nearer the m onth of the drift 
and managed to escape with their lives, 
though Corwin was badly injured about 
the head. 
Corwin stated that the parti­ 
tions were leaning badly when he went 
into the drift with the rest of the miners, 
but no one suspected th a t there was 
danger of a cave. 
W hen it came they 
were all unprepared. 
H e and the Ital­ 
ians escaped as soon as they heard the 
tim bers crack. The othersf-tarted to run, 
but were too far in the drift to be able to 
reach a place of safety. 
Im m ediately after the accident men 
were lowered down the shaft,and, enter­ 
ing the mouth of the drift, commenced 
digging into the debris. They found the 
attem pt alm ost useless, as the timbéis 
seemed to have been woven together as 
though the sides of the drift had fallen 
towards each other and had been covered 
by roofing. 
By this m orning the rescu­ 
ing party has sncceeded in getting hut 
eight feet into th e pile of earth and tim ­ 
bers, and none of the victims have been 
reached. There is no prospect of getting 
the m en out alive.

I n Interview W ith the Construction 
M anager of th e Union Pacific. 
An Im portant Statem ent. 


The following communication has been 
addressed to the City Council and the 
Board of Supervisors of the county by 
the Secretary of the Chamber of Com 
merce in behalf of the Board of Directors 
of that body: 
Gbntlemkn—At the last meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce, it was deemed advisable 
that the attention of the County Board 
of Supervisors and the City Council 
should 
be called to the fact that 
no effort should be spared to 
se­ 
cure the certain 
and speedy advent 
here of one or more of the new railways 
contemplated from Utah to this Coast. 
In view of the fact that many people be­ 
lieve that it is the right and duty of the 
aforesaid bodies to offer substantial in­ 
ducements to such railways to build to 
this point, we request that your honor­ 
able body make inquiry as to your 
powers 
in 
tbe 
premises 
at 
the 
earliest moment possible, in order that 
yon 
may 
be 
prepared 
as 
far 
as lawful and possible to grant such priv­ 
ileges, franchises and donations of lands 
or other property as may be necessary to 
secure the entension of said railway en­ 
terprises to this county and city. And 
we further suggest that a joint meeting of 
your honorable board, tbe honorable City 
Oonncil and this board be bad at an early 
day to diecnssthe situation, and to devise 
some means of forwarding the cause. 
Very respectfully submitted on bebalf 
of the Board of Directors.

Superintendent 
Sanborn hurried to tbe spot, and a crew 
of fifty men were set to work. 
On the San Diego division no trains 
were run during the day yesterday. 
The train which left that city at 2 o’clock 
in the morning had only got as far as 
Oceanside at noon. 
The rain washed 
out a good deal of the work which had 
been doDe last week in repairing the 
ravages of the last storm. 
Every effort 
will be made to get the track in order 
today. 
An Omaha exchange of about a week 
ago contains an interview with J. S. 
Cameron, Chief Construction Manager 
of the Union Pacific, in which he denies 
that his road has any intention of build­ 
ing to San Francisco, and declares that 
Los Angeles is their only objective point. 
“ I would not take the trouble to deny 
the stories,” said Mr. Cameron when in 
terviewed by tha Omaha reporter, “but 
they are giving us some annoyance and 
enght to be stopped. The California 
newspapers nave been saying so much 
about the Union Pacific:s movements 
that onr connections out there, the 
Southern Pacific especially, begin to 
think we are lying to them. We have 
never had any intention of building the 
Utah Central beyond Los Angeles. There 
is just this about the situation: 
That 
great stretch of country is becoming too 
important 
to 
be 
overlooked 
very 
much longer; the fact was becoming 
more evident every day that some one 
wonld go in there and build a road 
through it. We think the Union Pacific 
could better aif rd to take the lead than 
to let some outfit which would build 
merely to sell out. It has been a diffi­ 
cult matter for us to make the Southern 
Pacific people understand our position. 
Since it has become known that Chief 
Engineer Bogne proposes to locate his 
family in San Francisco and live there, 
every person interested naturally con­ 
cluded that the company intended to 
eventually construct its line to that city. 
This move, however, on the part of Mr. 
Bogne has no significance attached to 
it.” 
The references in this interview to the 
Southern Pacific and the understanding 
between the Union Pacific and that road 
probably mean that a contract has been 
entered into in advance of the construc­ 
tion of the new road with regard to the 
carrying of coal for the Southern Pacific. 
The position which Mr. Cameron occu­ 
pies in the road makes what ke says 
authoritative, and it puts to test all 
donbts—if anv existed—with regard t j 
the purposes of the Union Pacific.

Washington advices are that Senator 
Plumb’s resolution calling upon the 
Secretary of the Treasury for informa­ 
tion whether any employees of the sub­ 
treasury at New York have filed for 
security the horuls of foreign corpora­ 
tions has caused a good deal of amuse­ 
ment over there, because every one 
knows that the employees of the Assist­ 
ant Treasurer do not give bonds to the 
Government at all. In the present case 
Assistant Treasurer Roberts is the man 
who gives bond*, but he requires bonds 
from his Bnbordinates. The Government 
holds the Assistant Treasurer responsible 
for the proper conduct of his office and 
the safety of the money intrusted to him. 
In a certain sense 
the Government 
knows nothing about his employees. 
When Mr.Roberta assumed his present 
office be notified all of his staff, down to 
the assistant janitor, who runs the fur­ 
nace, that they must give bonds. He 
seems to have leen ira pressed with the 
idea that the administration was to be a 
typical Republican affair. He gave them 
tho option of filing personal bonds, with 
two sureties, or the bonds of a firs’.-olass 
corporation. About 70 per cent of the 
employees got their friends to fix them 
up. The rest were taken care of by the 
Guarantee Company of North America. 
It monopolized what there was left of 
the business in this way. As soon 
as it was known that Mr. Roberts 
would require bonds of his subordi­ 
nates, the American Surety Company 
and the Fidelity and Casualty Company 
combined to capture all the business. 
They jointly offered a rate of $1 per 
thousand, but failed to get any business. 
Then they dropped to 75 cents, and 
finally offered to throw off all commis­ 
sions. 
By this time those who had 
friends were taken care of, and the rest 
went to llie Guarantee 
Company of 
Noith America at 50 cents a thousand. 
That concern is really a Canadian cor­ 
poration. It may be noted that Senator 
Plumb was one of the original stock­ 
holders in the American Surety Com­ 
pany, and the tranbfer books do not indi­ 
cate that jt has passed out of his posses­ 
sion.—[New York Sun.
